New State Administration 

When you are reading this 
column, Governor Bradford’s in- 
augural will have taken place. 
Proper comment will be made 
here next week. I can, however, 
say a few things about the gen- 
eral situation up on Beacon Hill 
as we start the New Year, which 


I trust will be a most happy and 
prosperous twelve months for all 
my readers. 

First of all, It is obvious, even 
to the uninitiated, that the G.O.P. 
is in complete control, to all 
practical intents and purposes. 
The Democrats have only one 
out of the six incumbents in the 
major state officers. That one is 
State Auditor Buckley, the only 
important survivor of the Re- 
publican landslide on Nov. 5. In 
view of the fact that a Demo- 
cratic Hurley and two Demo- 
cratic Buckleys have held this 
office ever since the end of the 
sixteen year reign of Alonzo R. 
Cook, a Republican, in January, 
1931, except for a two-year term 
served by G.O.R’s Russell A. 
Wood in 1939 and 1940, it is not 
such a remarkable achievement 
for the Democracy. 

Another interesting feature of 
the line-up on Beacon Hill this 
year is the appearance of a new 
State Treasurer, Laurence Cur- 
tis, who has succeeded in break- 
ing through the Hurley monop- 
oly. To be sure, one of the four 
Hurleys who held this office ever 
since John W. Haigis, a Repub- 
lican, gave way to the late 
Charles F. Hurley in January, 
1931, was a Republican Hurley. 
He was William E. Hurley, a for- 
mer Boston Postmaster. 

This year's Governor’s Coun- 
cil, as most of you know, will be 
Republican by an eight to one 
margin. That should mean that 
most of Governor Bradford’s ap- 
pointments will be approved and 
we will not have the silly exhibi- 
tion of the past year, when the 
capable Public Safety Commis-

sioner, John F. Stokes, was left 
hanging In mid air for nearly a 
year, just because Mr. Tobin was 
unable to get his Democratic 
Governor’s Council to approve a 
new choice of his own. The idea 
of kicking out Stokes, a career 
man, was too raw for even the 
Democrats. Some say that our 
new Governor will not grant a 
great many pardons. That re- 
mains to be seen. Good and 
proper pardons will very likely 
be approved by the G.O.P. con- 
trolled Council. ' 

As for the Legislature, It is 
apparent that the lower branch, 
the House of Representatives, 
will have some 74 new faces, 
tho’ quite a few have previously 
seen service In the Legislature. 
All the leaders of 1946 will be in 
the same places this year, un- 
less there Is an eleventh-hour 
change of plans. 

Frankly, it occurs to me that 
the new Senate, referred to by 
all save the members of the. 
House of Representatives as the 
upper branch, will be somewhat 
stronger than last year’s Senate. 
There are some strong men com- 
ing up from the House and some 
new men who have served in the 
second world war, including, of 
course, our own Senator, Rich- 
ard H. Lee. Again, to be quite 
frank, I am not unduly im- 
pressed by the calibre of all the 
Senate leaders this year. . How- 
ever, they have been chosen by 
a majority of the Republican 
members of that body and there 
is, therefore, nothing much to 
be gained by giving a bill of par- 
ticulars. 

This prompts me to make a 
comment which may intrigue 
some of my readers. Personal 
conversation with a number of 
members of both branches of the 
Legislature reveals this interest- 
ing fact. Some very staunch and 
high-minded Republican politi- 
cians seem to have a curious 
blind-spot when it comes to ap- 
praising t he general strength 
and stout character of certain 
G.O.P. office-holders. Asked if 
so-and-so is really a strong man 
and a fine Influence in public life, 
they will come back with hearty 
praise of the gentleman’s politi- 
cal ability and usefulness and 
will assure me that he is quite

“We cannot urge too strongly,” 
concluded Mr. Hansen, "that 
everyone remember the birds, so 
that whPn spring arrives, these 
attractive creaturps will be with 
us once again with their beauty 
and song."

uishment. The adoption of fire 
prevention codes and their en- 
forcement are efforts which must 
be supported by all those in- 
terested in conserving the wealth 
of the nation and the lives of the 
people. It is the duty of everyone 
to help prevent unnecesary fires 
due to carelessness and poor 
housekeeping in their home or 
place of business. 

This New Year when you 
make your list of resolutions, in- 
clude at least one resolve that 
will help prevent fires, this will 
help reduce the loss of life and 
property. If you smoke, also re- 
solve to cultivate safe smoking 
habits, as smoking is the largest 
cause of fires. By doing these 
things you will in some measure 
really help to make it a Happy 
and Prosperous New Year for 
everyone. 


in fire prevention. Loss of life 1 
was not uncommon and des- ' 
truction of property was rather 
general. If 3uch disregard on 
the part of the public had con- 
tinued there is no tellng what 
the present losses would have 
been, in this age of new mate- 
rials and proceses. 

To illustrate, we could go back 
to the early years of this cent- 
ury, when the film industry was 
! new. No laws were extant cover- 
' ing nitro-celluloso film, the haz- 
ard of which soon became man- 
ifested to such an extent that 
many people wanted to ban its 
use entirely. Today, with mil- 
lions of feet in use, it is being 
manufactured, stored and used 
with safety to the workers and 
to the public. Much of the safety 
program originated in the in- 
dustry, but no industry alone 
! could accomplish these improve- 
ments. It was the enactment of 
laws and regulations, and their 
enforcement by state and city of- 
ficials that brought about safety. 

I This brings up the question 
as to the greatest need today 
j in the field of fire prevention, 
j That need is a vital interest on 
the part of the public, and es- 
pecially of business leaders, in 
the adoption of fire prevention 
ordinances, and the organization 
of a well formed bureau to see 
to its enforcement. 

New' materials always brings 
new problems in fire protection, 
j but even more important is the 
j problem of pi-eventing these ma- 
I terials from being the cause of 
j serious fires. 

! There are other new materials, 

! and new methods of using old 
materials, which may be the 
cause of tragedy if developed 
without suitable study of fire 
prevention methods to be ad- 
opted for their use. Just what 
the field of plastics and synthetic 
rubber may develop to or what 
hazards they will involve, are 
questions that have already had 
much consideration and will need 
more study. One of the newer 
metals in use in industry is 
magnesium. Because of its use 
in warfare as part of an in- 
cendiary bomb, great fear has

According to an old fable, there wa r . a camel and he got his nose under the 
edge of the tent after pleading with the kind-hearted Bedouin that he had no 
shelter. Well, everyone knows the ending of the tale; pretty soon the camel 
had the whole tent and the well-meaning but foolish nomad was on the outside, 
looking in. 

Cancer is no camel. It’s a killer that lurks in the lives of all of us, ready 
to sneak in if we are not alert. But its end result might remind you of the 
fable, because cancer in its early stages can be mighty deceitful. A slight irrita- 
tion on the skin first gives little discomfort. Unless medical attention is promptly 
received, the whole body becomes inhabited with cancer and the day comes, 
sadly enough, when you might as well fold your tent like the Arab because 
advanced cancer means almost certain death. 

A skin irritation is only one of the signs that the camel has his nose under 
the edge of the tent. There are numerous others such as a painless lump 
especially in the breast, lip or tongue; persistent indigestion; a progressive 
change in the color, or size of a wart or a mole; any radical change in normal 
bowel habits; hoarseness that fails to clear up quickly or an unexplained cough; 
bloody discharge from any of the natural body openings; and finally any sore 
that does not heal. 

In the case of the camel, all the Arab lost was his tent. In the case ot 
cancer, you can lose your life. Watch for these signs and above all have a 
thorough medical examination at least once a year.

A bill which would make wom- 
en liable for Jury duty In Massa- 
chusetts, with certain exemp- 
tions, was died on Jan. 7 in the 
Legislature by Rep.

The jury service bill was de- 
scribed as an “act improving 
methods of Jury selection and 
making persons of either sex 
liable to jury duty.” The bill 
exempts from jury duty women 
who are: 1. Trained Nurses; 2. 
Hospital Assistants: 3. Attendant 
Nurses: 4. Mothers of children 
under 16 years of age and wom- 
en having legal custody of such 
children, if they request exemp- 
tion. 

In addition, the bill . exempts 
Christian Science practitioners 
and readers. Another section of 
the bill provides tnat judges may 
excuse from Jury service women

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Herbert N. McGill, president 
and treasurer of the McGill 
Commodity Service, Inc., and sec- 
retary of the Newton Rotary 
Club speaking at the meeting of 
the Rotary Club on Monday said 
that a recession in business is be- 
ginning which will last until the 
middle of the year but there will 
be no depression in 1947. 

The recession, he said, is due 
to the fact that the production of 
consumer goods is 100 per cent 
higher than in 1939 and has in- 
creased by 12 billion dollars since 
V-J Day, and he predicted that 
producers who are holding up 
such goods for higher prices are 
likely to be caught in the reces- 
sion. 

The great demand for durable 
goods, such as automobiles, rail- 
road equipment and machinery, 
lie stated, will keep the economic 
structure up and prevent a de- 
pression. Farm products and 
consumer goods are vulnerable 
and their prices are expected to 
go down while prices of durable 
goods will remain as high as 
they are or may even go higher, 
but, he predicted that 1947 will 
be a good year despite, some 
housecleaning and necessary ad- 
justments. 

Mr. McGill has been in busi- 
ness in Auburndale for nearly 
20 years. He gave his first talk 
to the Newton Rotary Club in 
1924, and became a member in 
1929. He has served as secretary 
for many years and is a past 
president. H<> has lectured in 
nearly every state in the unioi 
and is a consultant for the Na- 
tional Association of Purchasing 
Agents.

movement. Second is the anti- 
democratic movement, represent- \ 
ed by Peron of Argentina, and 
his government huilt on promises ; 
to the poor and Nazi-emuiation. 
The education for democracy 
movement is best represented by 
Cuba’s President and augurs well 
for future relations. The fourth 
influence is the position of the 
United States, a position of con- 
gestion orconflict. No question, 
said Professor Hancock, has been 
asked me more often than “what 
is the policy of the United States 
in Latin America?" Of all the 
countries in the world we are 
the one which should have a def- 
inite foreign policy. Almost any 
definite policy would be better 
than none at all. This condition 
of conflict is affecting our for- 
eign trade.” 

"With the exception of a few 
companies, American business 
approach to Latin American 
trade is poorly handled. We are 
far surpassed by Great Britain 
who was on the spot with a Buy 
Britain campaign six or eight 
months before V-E day while we 
were still fighting the war. Yan- 
kee ingenuity, shrewd trading car-' 
ried too far, hampers our rela- 
tions as much as diplomatic un- 
certainty." 

“Yet the chances, said Profes- 
sor Hancock, "of our getting this 
large market are good. In spite 
of bad business mpthods, shallow 
diplomacy, or the anti-democratic 
movement, a very real Latin- 
American demand for superior 
American products may bring us 
this foreign trade.” 

The speaker concluded his 
timely and penetrating talk with 
a survey of the tourist situation 
in Latin America. Hotel con- 
struction is booming, American 
Hotel managers and Swiss chefs 
are being imported, transporta- 
tion is being improved. Before 
long a vacation In picturesque, 
friendly Latin America may be 
realized by every one of us.

Salvage work is 
performed by the department in 
an elTort to save as much of the 
contents as possible and help cut 
down the loss. 

Fires are usually costly and 
caused by carelessness. The culti- 
vating of safety hhbits can do 
much to prevent many of them.

j As an abstract subject fire pre- 
vention is of no interest to any 
of us. It is only when fires con- 
stitute loss of property or wealth 
or injury to the person that we 
become concerned with the ques- 
tion of fire prevention; for that 
reason it is really a misnomer to 
campaign for “fire prevention” 
when really it Is “loss preven- 
vention” that is the live subject. 

Some of these large losses oc- 
cur in dwellings but only if there 
j is an almost total destruction or 
the contents are of great value. 
Others occur in schools, churches, 
stores, factories, hotels, office 
buildings, piers and in fact in 
any structure which in itself is 
of high value or which contains 
great value of contents. These 
large losses are not restricted to 
any particular class of structure. 
Frame buildings burn, but so do 
those with brick walls, and the 
destruction to steel work in a 
building is always heavy where 
there is an interior fire and the 
steel is not protected by the 
proper insulation. 

The destruction of the proporty 
reduces the taxable values and 
thus any loss prevention has a 
direct bearing on the taxes col- 
lectable. But this is not the only 
connection which loss prevention 


Competition Being Revived 

Competition, in the traditional American sense of the word, 
pretty largely vanished during the war. Ceiling prices were also 
"basement” prices, in that all producers and retailers hnd to work 
within the strict framework of OPA controls. Goods were scarce 
at best, and many items disappeared completely, due to the chan- 
neling of raw materials to the insatiable maw of the war machine. 
Low inventories precluded the possibility of seasonal and year-end 
sales on the pre-war scale. . . 

But competition is regaining its old vigor, and that in itself 
is a guarantee that the consumer will get what he wants at the 
lowest price possible. Again, consumer discrimination is a whole- 
some sign — it indicates that the anything— at-any-price era, with 
its strong inflationary pressure, is drawing to a close. Finally, the 
growing insistence on the part of retailers for better quality goods, 
in all price brackets, is a great aid to consumers who arc sick of 
the shoddy and the unreliable. The stores you patronize are eager 
to return to the old, competitive basis of doing business, and con- 
ditions are steadily improving. 

Subsidized Transportation 

There has been an increasing amount of comment on the cost 
of building and maintaining airports and their related facilities. 
The rapid growth of commercial air transportation has made a 
great many airports and terminals obsolete — and. as a result, com- 
munities find themselves faced with the prospect of investing 
enormous sums in tax dollars in new construction. 

Much of the newspaper comment has contrasted the airlines 
with the railroads. If a railroad, for instance, had the termerity to 
request a town to build it a station, using the money provided by 
all the taxpayers, it would be laughed out of existence. But that 
is precisely what communities do for the airlines in the case of 
airports, administration building and terminals.

This same Legllative Reorgan- 
ization Act raises the salary of 
Congressmen and should relieve 
some of the financial strain under 
which most of the Honorables 
have had to work. The Regula 
tion of the Lobbying Act is part 
of the reorganization measure; 
there are numerous other bene- 
fits from this Act which this 80th 
Congress has only to utilize. Let 
Senator Saltonstall and Senator 
Lodge and your Representative 
know how you feel about the 
streamlining of Congress! 


Streamlining Congreu 

If we really want to “set our 
house in order,” we must urge 
and insist the present Congress 
put Into action the bill for Its 
own reorganization passed by its 
predecessor. If we really mean 
what we say, we can mold our 
unwieldly law-making body into 
an Instrument of government 
more responsive to the needs of 
all of us. It is only necessary for 
us to give our Senators and Rep- 
resentatives a push along the 
paths they themselves have 
chosen. 

In the Legislative Reorganiza- 
tion Act of 1946 the reduction of 
the number of standing commit- 
tees from 33 to 15 in the Senate 
and from 48 to 19 in the House 
means that each Senator and 
Representative will serve on one 
or two committees of import- 
ance. The work of these com- 
mltees has been outlined and de- 
fined to prevent overlapping. 
The channeling of work will mean 
more prompt and more efficient 
results for the country as a 
whole. 

Of equal Importance, for the 
first time in our history our leg- 
islators must look at income and 
outgo at the same time; the rev- 
enue and expenditure committees 
of both houses will meet togeth- 
er at the beginning of each ses- 
sion to consider the financial pic- 
ture of the government. 

In the reorganization act there 
is no provision for the enforce- 
ment of the budget, but the ef- 
fect of studying income and ex- 
penditure at the same time

When 1 became interested In 
Christian Science, I was not a Bible 
student I first attempted to read 
the Bible from cover to cover, and 
cannot sav that 1 gained what I 
was seeking. Alter further study, 
through the light thrown on the 
Scripture by the Christian Science 
textbook, it became clear to me that 
the Inspired statements of the Bible 
were Intended for me, that my heav- 
enly Father was using this means of 
addressing me. counseling, advising, 
and teaching me. I then began to 
make spiritual progress. It occurred 
to me that if God had written me a 
personal letter, a letter containing 
His counsel, advice, and guidance, I 
should not only cherish the letter, 
but study It diligently and persist- 
ently, and, to the best of my ability, 
be governed by its contents. The 
Bible does contain many such letters. 
Let as read the Bible, considering 
the inspired statements as direct 
messages from God to us. We shall 
do well to turn to the Bible and the 
Christian Science textbook as chil- 
dren seeking Instruction. We shall 
then be gratified and blessea by an 
influx of new Inspiration and spirit- 
ual understanding. We shall find 
ourselves enjoying a wonderful ex- 
perience, and many problems that 
seemed tenacious will be reduced to 
their native nothingness. 


perfection of God and His compound 
Idea, man. A Christian Science 
treatment includes the realization of 
the truth concerning God, man, Life, 
and law, and the understanding that 
error Is without reality, power, law, 
or presence. The understanding of 
Christ, Truth, has the power of God 
to enforce, sustain, maintain, and 
perpetuate It Recognizing the in- 
finitude of Love and seeing man as 
perfect, always at one with his cre- 
ator, is the fundamental practice in 
all Christian Science healing. God 
is perfect, and man In His image and 
likeness is perfect. A clear realiza- 
tion of this fundamental fact Is 
tangibly manifested as health, Infi- 
nite supply, happiness, and lon- 
gevity in our here and now experi- 
ence. Man, the expression of God, 
is honest, upright, nnd free. Man, 
the reflection of God, manifests In- 
telligence, purity, wisdom, dominion, 
and holiness, Man, the likeness of 
God, is loving, kind, and gentle. 

God, divine Mind, conceives His 
man, and man fulfills the purpose 
for which he was conceived. "Man 
is God's image and likeness; what- 
ever Is possible to God, Is possible 
to man as God's reflection" (Miscel- 
laneous Writings by Mary Baker 
Eddy. p. 183). It is well to remember 
that "God and man are not the 
same, but In the order of divine 
Science. God and man coexist and 
are eternal. God is the parent Mind 
and man is God's spiritual offspring" 
(Science and Health, p. 336). The 
theology of Christian Science Is 
absolutely essential to healing, and 
healing is the visible manifestation 
of the application of its theology. It 
is the work of the student of Chris- 
tian Science to know the true nature 
of God and man so clearly that 
error of thought cannot stay in hid- 
ing or convincingly present itself. 
Christ, Truth, realized, brings long- 
concealed, erroneous thoughts to the 
surface to be destroyed. It is pointed 
out in the Christian Science text- 
book that "disease is always induced 
by a false sense mentally enter- 
tained, not destroyed” (p. 411).

They prayed diligently 
and earnestly, but the dog did not 
improve. Soon the little boy came 
home, and they told him of the dog's 
condition. The little fellow, who was 
a student in the Christian Science 
Sunday School, said, "Let me give 
him a treatment.” He did so, and in 
,i short time the dog had completely 
recovered. 

'Hie parents were delighted, but 
amazed, and they asked the boy, 
"How did you pray? What did you 
know?" 

He answered, "Oh, I just turned 
to God and forgave the one who 
poisoned my dog." This was a very 
simple, yet effective treatment. We 
all mav find relief from persistent 
problems by turning our thought to 
divine Love and really forgiving 
those against whom we harbor 111 
will or resentment. 

“The vital part, the heart and soul 
of Christian Science, Is Love” (Sci- 
ence nnd Health, p. 113), If we seein 
to be troubled with a problem that 
has been persistent, let us carefully 
examine our thought to see if we 
are really loving God and all man- 
kind, and truly forgiving all who 
seem to have offended or injured us. 

An efficient teamster was once 
asked how he was so successful In 
getting his wagon out of the mud 
when it seemed securely mired. He 
answered, “Oh, I just add more 
horses." 

The questioner was insistent and 
asked, "But when you have added 
more horses and it is still mired, 
then what do you do?" 

He replied, “I just add more 
horses and more horses until the 
wagon does come out." 

If we seem to be mired in a prob- 
lem, let us turn to divine Love with 
confidence, and entertain more love 
for God and man. If we are then 
still mired, let us more persistently 


revealed in the Bible. That the 
Christian Science textbook contains 
the revealed Truth Is clearly indi- 
cated by the fact that it Is un- 
doubtedly the only single textbook 
that meets the need of the beginner, 
the advancing student, as well as 
the most advanced student.

Prayer 

Throughout the Bible and Mrs. 
Eddy's writings, we are counseled 
and urged to pray. "The prayer that 
reforms the sinner and heals the 
sick is an absolute faith that all 
things are possible to God,— a spirit- 
ual understanding of Him, an un- 
selfed love" (Science and Health, 
p. 1). Profound prayer is a desire 
to express the nature of God, a con- 
stant endeavor to rise above apathy, 
selfishness, worldliness, and sin of 
every kind. Prayer is a constant 
song of gratitude to God for being 
God, for being unchanging Love and 
unending Life. Mary Baker Eddy 
wrote, "What we most need is the 
prayer of fervent desire for growth 
in grace, expressed in patience, 
meekness, love, and good deeds" 
(ibid., p. 4), and Paul wrote: "Be 
careful for nothing; but in every 
thing by prayer and supplication 
with thanksgiving let your requests 
be made known unto God (Phil. 
4:6). “Self-forgetfulness, purity, and 
affection are constant prayers" 
(Science and Health, p. 15), and it 
is conceivable that this is what Paul 
meant when he said, “Pray without 
ceasing" (I Thess. 5:17). 

One of the most Inspiring prayers 
in the Old Testament is Solomon's 
prayer wherein his only rfquest was 
for wisdom. As he was addressing 
his request to God, it is obvious that 
he was seeking divine wisdom, di- 
vine intelligence, God’s greatest gift 
to man. In the New Testament, our 
Master gave us the Lord's Prayer, 
which "covers all human needs" 

! (Science and Health, p. 16) and in- 
dicates that spiritual consciousness 
which we must attain in order to 
instantaneously heal the sick. In 
the Lord's Prayer, Jesus’ all-embrac- 
ing love is well portrayed. You re- 
member he used the word "our" in 
place of "my." He prayed, "Our 
Father which art in heaven.” "Give 
us this day our daily bread.” And he 
used the word "us" in place of "me” 
when he said, “And lead us not into

To do effective, convincing Chris- 
tian Science healing, we must have 
more than mere human faith and 
goodness.

“God will 
heal the sick through man, when- 
ever man is governed by God" (Sci- 
ence and Health, p. 495).

The busy homemaker, the 
busy schoolteacher, the busy office 
worker, the busy farmer, the busy 
laborer, in fact, everyone who Is 
busy, is really in business, a busi- 
ness man or business woman. An 
honest application of a spiritual 
sense of business expresses God.

fect, and exactness characterizes its 
ordpr and arrangement. God gives 
us a business capacity without 
limitation and a sympathetic knowl- 
edge that leads to success. We have

Mr. El wood McKonney of the 
Fair Employment Practice Com- 
mission of Massachusetts, gave 
a very enlightening talk on 
“What the FEPC Means to You” 
at the meeting of the Newton 
Rotary Club on Monday at the 
Brae Burn Country Club. 

The speaker who was intro- 
duced by Harold Gores stated 
that the law guarantees that no 
person shall be denied the right 
to work because of race, color, 
religious creed, or nationality. 
Those not covered by this Act 
are the emplpyer with less than 
six persons in his employ, an ex- 
clusively social club, or a frater- 
nal, charitable, educational or re- 
ligious association or corpora- 
tion not organized for private 
profit, and an individual in do- 
mestic service. It is unlawful for 
an employer, before employment, 
to question or to print or circu- 
late any advertisement specify- 
ing any limitation of any pros- 
pective applicant; to discharge 
or refuse to hire; to act unfairly 
against any individual in mat- 
ters relating to compensation, 
terms, conditions or privileges of 
employment because of race, 
color, religious creed or national- 
ity. It is unlawful for a labor 
organization to exclude from full 
membership rights or to expel 
from membership; for any env. 
ployment agency to ask ques- 
tions before employment, or to 
make a prospective employer any 
statements which disclose these 
facts. The penalty for the vio- 
lation of any of the provisions 
of the FEP Law subjects the 
offender to both civil and crim- 
inal penalties.

The 
writers stated that these healings 
were the direct result of hearing a 
Christian Science lecture. The degree 
of our expectancy largely determines 
the amount of good we receive. 


"Well, if ’Abundance’ 
shall be very grateful, but it will 
have to use the one door I left 
open”? I am confident we would 
make doubly sure that all the doors 
were open so that "Abundance" 
could use any door It chose, just so 
it paid us a good long visit. We 
often prevent an influx of abun- 
dance by relying on one channel of 
supply and closing the doors to- all 
the others. We are blessed beyond 
measure by turning to God, opening , 
our thought wide and realizing that 
there are innumerable channels 
through which God may supply us. 

It is well to remember that Chris- 
tian Science does not promise that 
we shall have all we desire or that 
everything we humanly outline shall 
be accomplished; but it does promise 
that if we turn unreservedly to God 
we shall accomplish that which is 
best for all concerned, and that our 
every need will be supplied. If our 
own mental attitude is right, that is, 
spiritualized, the law of God oper- 
ates in our behalf in all our affairs. 
The understanding of Christ, Truth, 
as Christian Science presents it, 
makes us first worthy of infinite 
supply and then provides it. Know- 
ing this, we have proved in our own 
experience a law already established 
by God, eliminating insufficiency or 
lack, and providing infinite supply. 
In God's kingdom, there is no illu- 
sion called poverty, lack, or want. 
There is rather an abundance of all 
good, available to each and every 
one of His children. Abundance 
cannot lapse into lack, since God is 
the fountain, the source of infinite 
resources and plenty. "The Lord is 
my shepherd; I shall not want” (Ps. 
23:1). We thank God that man is 
prosperous and successful and there- 
fore we can prove that we are be- 
cause there is but one kind of man 
—the spiritual man who reflects 
God’s abundance. 

Paul was a tentmaker, engaged in 
what is known as material tasks or 
material business designed to serve 
human need. We may* feel that we 
could better serve God if we had 
something different to do, something 
less material. Let us realize, how- 
ever, that it is not the task that 
counts, rather it is our mental atti- 
tude that measures the scope of our 
usefulness. It is not so much what 
we do, as how we do it, and the 
spiritual quality of our thought while 
we are doing it. 

A young lady went to a Christian 
Science practitioner, seeking help, 
her difficulty being a nervous break- 
down. She had been accustomed to 
a fine position and a good salary. 
During the last business depression 
she found herself out of work, and 
finally accepted a position as filing 
clerk in a Land Bank. The work 
was the monotonous kind of task 
she felt she had outgrown, and the 
compensation was meager. She was 
crushed, resentful, and at odds with 
the world. This “false sense men- 
tally entertained” (Science and 
Health, p. 411) seemed to be the 
basis of her difficulty, and the prac- 
titioner pointed out to her that 
while filing seemed monotonous to 
her, nevertheless many people relied 
upon the accuracy of her filing for 
their well-being. She was filing ap- 
plications for farm loans: if she 
filed accurately, she assisted in

The Old Testament relates many 
instances of healing performed by 
the men of God (h His name. These 
good men were, however, never able 
to instruct disciples so that they 
could go and do likewise. The New 
Testament relates innumerable heal- 
ings of sickness, sin, and death as 
the result of Jesus’ healing ministry. 
He so clearly imparted his under- 
standing of Christ to his disciples 
that it is a matter of history that 
they also did marvelous healing work. 
Christ, Truth, was revealed in this 
age to Mary Baker Eddy, the God- 
appointed Discoverer, Founder, and 
Leader of Christian Science. Mrs. 
Eddy was a devout Bible student. 
The revelation of Truth came to her 
so clearly that she was able to heal 
all manner of sickness and sin, and 
was able to teach her students so 
logically and demonstrably that they 
were able to do convincing healing 
work, and were, in turn, able to teach 
others the Science of divine healing. 
We can more fully understand Chris- 
tian Science when we have a cor- 
rect estimate of its Discoverer and 
Founder. . Conversely, a misunder- 
standing of the messenger results in 
a misunderstanding of the message. 
Mrs. Eddy is best known to the 
world at large as the Discoverer of 
Christian Science. However, she is 
not only its Discoverer, but also its 
Founder. We are profoundly grate- 
ful Mrs. Eddy did not stop with her 
discovery, but also founded this 
great religious movement. She not 
only gave the world a profound 
truth, but, through the many chan- 
nels she provided, brought it within 
the comprehension and practical 
application of men, women, and 
children everywhere. 

In an hour of great need. when 
Mrs. Eddy had been seriously in- 
jured in an accident pronounced 
fatal by the physicians, she called 
for her Bible and opened It to the 
healing of "a man sick of the palsv" 
as related in the Gospel of Matthew. 
As she rc-ad, the healing Truth was 
revealed to her to such a degree that 
she arose, dressed herself, and ever 
after enjoyed better health than she 
,had previously experienced. There- 
after Mrs. Eddy devoted much time 
and effort to a prayerful search of 
the Scriptures so that she might 
more fully undei stand Christ, Truth. 
She wrote: "For three years after 
my discovery, I sought t lie solution 
of this problem of Mind-healing, 
searched the Scriptures and read 
little else, kept aloof from society, 
and devoted time and energies to 
discovering a positive rule. The 
search was sweet, calm, and buoyant 
with hope, not selfish nor depressing. 
1 knew" tlie Principle of all har- 
monious Mind-action to be God, and 
(hat cures were produced in primi- 
tive Christian healing by holy, up- 
lifting faith: but I must know the 
Science of this healing, and I won 
my way to absolute conclusions 
through divine revelation, reason, 
and demoastration" (Science and 
Health, p. 109) 

Mrs. Eddy vigorously denounced 
personal worship. At one time she 
sent the following message to a 
group of prominent Christian Scien- 
tist,. "You cannot know me in my 
personality, but in my books and in 
my writings, and in my love for you 
and for all mankind " 

Mrs Eddy wax divinely inspired to 
write the Christian Science textbook, 
"Science ami Health with Key to the 
Scriptures." that all mankind for all 
time might have a textbook of divine 
healing- a textbook of Christ Sci- 
ence or Christian Science. This text- 
book presents the Comforter prom- 
ised by our Master, and not fully

An earnest study of Christian Sci- 
ence throws new light on the teach- 
ings of the Bible, and gives us a 
practical, demonstrable knowledge ot 
God. The right idea of God is in- 
deed our salvation. On page 587 of 
the Christian Science textbook, "Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures” by Mary Baker Eddy, we 
find this inspiring definition of God, 
"The great I AM; the all-knowing, 
all-seeing, all-acting, all-wise, all- 
loving, and eternal; Principle; Mind; 
Soul; Spirit; Life; Truth; Love; all 
substance; intelligence." God is all- 
inclusive, all-embracing, omnipres- 
ent, omnipotent, omniscient. God is 
the only cause and creator, the sus- 
taining infinite. Our individual con- 
cept of God is most important, be- 
cause it affects our whole attitude 
toward life. As we learn through 
our study of the Bible and the 
Christian Science textbook that God 
is Love, and has only good in His 
plan for man. only kindness in His 
provision for him, we experience a 
much greater degree of security and 
happiness.

If I 
take the wings of the morning, and 
dwell in the uttermost parts of the 
sea; even there shall thy hand leed 
me, and thy right hand shall hold 
me . . How precious also are thy 
thoughts unto me, O God! how great 
is the sum of them! If I should 
count them, they are more In num- 
ber than the sand; when I awake, 1 
am still with thee" (Ps. 139).

isked him if he were coascious of 
entertaining a false sense, or wrong 
thoughts. The man considered a 
moment and then said: "I know of 
nothing special, with the exception 
of being very much irritated about 
my mother-in-law. She lives in my 
home, and although she Is a fine 
woman, she makes just one more 
mouth to feed, and I have all I can 
do to feed my own family. My 
mother-in-law has sons and daugh- 
ters who are in a much better finan- 
cial position than I to care for her. 
Every time I think of the Injustice 
of this. I become irritated, annoyed, 
and angry; so much so. that I see 
red.” 

It was suggested that the man 
change his mental attitude, his way 
of thinking; that he substitute grati- 
tude for irritation and anger. He 
was shown that there must be some- 
thing in his home very attractive, 
very desirable, to cause his mother- 
in-law to select it In preference to the 
homes with greater worldly com- 
forts. He was given a Christian Sci- 
ence treatment and advised to turn 
his thought to God, to count his 
many blessings, and to express genu- 
ine gratitude for that "something" 
that was so attractive, so desirable, 
in his home. In two weeks’ time, 
every vestige of inflammatory rheu- 
matism had disappeared. He later 
told the practitioner that his Income 
had been Increased more than 
enough lo take care of the expense 
of the additional member of his 
household. 

If we wish to receive an abun- 
dance of good from our study of 
Christian Science or from a Chris- 
tian Science treatment, we shall find 
It helpful to love our neighbor. 
Whenever we scorn another, we de- 
preciate ourselves; whenever we see 
another as less than the image of 
God. we deface our vision of God; 
whenever we recognize another's 
weakness, we are never quite so 
strong ourselves. The Bible says, 
"Let us not therefore Judge one an- 
other any more: but Judge this 
rather, that no man put a stum- 
bltngblock or an occasion to fall in 
his brother's way" (Rom. 14:13). 
There is no better way ot hastening 
the day of universal brotherhood, of 
seeing the healing Christ reach the 
waiting nations of the world, than 
lo recognize the presence of perfec- 
tion, and to bring more love for God 
and man Into our own dally experi- 
ence. 


turn to God and add more and more 
love for God and man, until we do 
come out of the entanglement or 
problem. 

The healing of the lame man as 
related in Acts (3:1-8) is most in- 
spiring and instructive. You un- 
doubtedly remember that it reads, 
“Now Peter and John went up to- 
gether into the temple at the hour 
of prayer, being the ninth holir. And 
a certain man lame from his 
mother’s womb was carried, whom 
they laid daily at the gate of the 
temple which is called Beautiful, to 
ask alms of them that entered into 
the temple; who seeing Peter and 
John about to go into the temple 
asked an alms. And Peter, fastening 
his eyes upon him with John, said, 
Look on us. And he gave heed unto 
them, expecting to receive something 
of them. Then Peter said, Silver 
and gold have I none; but such as I 
have give I thee; In the name of 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up 
and walk. And he took him by the 
right hand, and lifted him up: and 
Immediately his feet and ankle 
bones received strength. And he j 
leaping up stood, and walked, and 
entered with them Into the temple, 
walking, and leaping, and praising 
God." 

"Peter and John went up to- 
gether." May not the words “went 
up together" Indicate an ascending 
state of consciousness and a definite 
unity of purpose? Peter and John 
were about to go into the temple "at 
the hour of prayer.” They had a 
definite purpose, a holy mission; 
they were going to pray, to com- 
mune with God, and thereby receive 
spiritual enlightenment and inspira- 
tion. The lame man was a beggar, 
seeking material assistance, money, 
alms; that Is what he asked of 
Peter and John. Peter Immediately 
recognized the fact that the man 
did not so much need money as 
spiritual riches, holy, uplifting faith, 
the healing Christ, so he said, "Look 
on us," conceivably meaning: “Look 
and recognize our understanding of 
1 Christ, Truth. Lift your thought 
above the crippled body, above the 
belief of a mortal In want. You, as 
the son of God, are perfect and 
have an abundance of every needful 
thing." 

This clear realization of Truth 
aroused an expectancy of good In 
the man, since it is recorded, "he 
gave heed unto them, expecting to 
i receive something of them." Peter 
then said, "Silver and gold have I

worked out a plan that sounds 
strangely lamiliar; the plan included 
intrigue, propaganda, and espionage. 
By subtle arguments they prevailed 
upon the king to pass a law to the 
effect that anyone who should peti- 
tion any god or man for thirty days, 
save the king, should be cast Into 
the den of lions. They set a vicious 
trap for Daniel: and the king was 
not alert to the treachery and 
wickedness of mortal mind, so he 
became an unconscious victim to the 
plot and signed the decree. Daniel 
was cast into the lions’ den, but he 
had long prayed three times a day 
to his God, and he continued to 
pray with full confidence and assur- 
ance, knowing that God could and 
would deliver him. It is inspiring to 
recall that Daniel was delivered 
from the lions’ den without injury 
or hurt. He told the king, "My God 
hath sent his angel, and hath shut 
the lions’ mouths, that they have 
not hurt me" (Dan. 6:22). He proved 
conclusively for all time that “the 
effectual fervent prayer of a right- 
eous man availeth much" (James 
5:16). 

It is well to remember Jesus' In- 
struction to his disciples when he 
healed the boy whose case had not 
responded to their treatment. Jesus 
said. “Howbeit this kind goeth not 
out but by prayer and fasting" 
(Matt. 17:21). It seems evident that 
In this Instance Jesus meant that 
prayer was a correct mental atti- 
tude, a turning unreservedly to God 
for guidance, enlightenment, in- 
struction, and inspiration.

Utilize the extra time 
which you have at your disposal. 

You and Bob have a definite 
political potential. Even later 
on when you are doing your own 
housework you can realize the 
privileges and responsibilities of 
new voting citizens by being a 
participant in government instead 
of a grousing onlooker. 

My first suggestion is for you 
to read up on the General Hous- 
ing Bill (S.1592) which was 
passed in the Senate but not by 
the House of last Congress. It 
is called the W. E. T. bill because 
it was introduced by a bi-partisan 
coalition of senators; Senator 
Wagner, Democrat of New York, 
Senator Ellender, Democrat of 
Florida, and Senator Taft, Re- 
publican of Ohio. This is an ex- 
ample of long range planning 
which was the result of study by 
senators of the whole problem, 
of postwar housing. The bill 
aims toward "a decent home and 
a suitable living environment for 
every American family.” Its pur- 
poses are: 

1) The establishment of a 
single federal agency in the field 
of housing. 

2) Aid to localities in alum 
clearance and urban redevelop- 
ment. 

3) Housing for low-income 
groups. 

4) Housing for middle-income 
groups. 

5) Rural housing. 

6) Research and market analy- 
sis. 

More about this later. Ask 
Father Miller what he thinks 
about this.

planting of only selected portions 
of the total length of six miles, 
but the program allows for fu- 
ture extension. The planting 
scheme has been prepared and 
will be supervised by Bradford 
Williams, Landscape Architect. 

The planting "theme” will be 
native hemlock and mountain 
laurel employed consi.ltently 
throughout the project to unify 
the several areas. These two 
species, used generously, will give 
a year-round etTect of greenery; 
but the mountain laurel, like that 
on the Merritt Parkway in Con- 
necticut, will be outstanding for 
its masses of bloom in June. 

This evergreen background 
will be brightened throughout the 
planting by the use of small (low- 
ering trees and shrubs for spring 
and summer effect, and of plants 
with brilliant autumn foliage and 
colorful winter fruits or bark 
for fall or winter enjoyment. Each 
separate area will take on its 
own individual character through 
the kind of (lowering plants se- 
lected for it. Moreover, the kind 
of plants used will be appropriate 
to the neighborhood where they 
are to grow; for example, the 
flowering trees and shrubs near 
the Boston line will include Flow- 
ering Crabapples and named vari- 
eties of Lilac, while the material 
chosen for use near the Weston 
line will include such native 
plants as Flowering Dogwood and 
Highbush Blueberry.

Most of them are about 
30 years old, although several are 
40 to 50 years old. 

A car with a unique back- 
ground which you can see at 
the show is the 1909 Unic Taxi- 
cab, a French car owned by 
George Felton of Boston. This 
strange-looking vcljicle, standing 
over 714 feet tall, was built in 
Puteaux, France, just outside 
Paris, by the George Richard Co. 
which Is still in business. 

One of the first machines of its 
type built by the concern, the 
Unic was used in 1914 during the 
famous taxicab march to the 
Battle of the Marne. At the time 
French transportation was severe- 
ly crippled and replacements at 
the front were desperately needed. 

The city's taxicab drivers band- 
ed together and volunteered to 
help carry soldiers to the front. 
This Unic that may be seen at 
the show made dozens of trips 
filled with soldiers from Paris to 
the Marne and back again. 

In later years it was purchased 
by a Londoner and in 1931 was 
secured by Mr. Felton and shipped 
to this country. At that time it 
had traveled more than 310,000 
miles. 

The car has been rebuilt five 
different times and now it is in 
perfect operating condition. Fel- 
ton says it will run 37 miles on 
a single gallon of gasoline and 
that its top speed is about 32 
miles per hour. He has been on 
several long trips with it and 
never has had any major trouble 
during the past few years.

The Newton youth described 
as "one of the leading ornitholo- 
gists in Eastern United States" 
will be one of 40 sciencc-gifted 
high school seniors across the

! paid, and will compete for $11,- 

000 in Westinghouse science 
scholarships.

1948 Presidential Nominees 

One of Newton's most promi- 
nent public servants said, priv- 
ately. a short time ago that the 
Republican situation in connec- 
tion with the 1948 election was 
somewhat confused. He suggest- 
ed that Senator Robert A. Taft 
of Ohio and Governor Thomas E. 
Dewey of New York might con- 
ceivably cancel each other out 
and that some capable statesman 
like Senator Arthur H. Vanden- 
berg of Michigan might win a 
compromise nomination for the 
G.O.P. He suggested, further, 
that former Governor Harold 
Stassen of Minnesota may have 
come out in the open a bit too 
soon, i That is one very good 
reason for my prediction some 
weeks ago that Stassen would 
NOT be the G.O.P. nominee in 
1948 . 1 The following statement, 
however, is what intrigued w, 
most. In our discussion of Sen- 
ator Taft of Ohio, this prominent 
Newtonian made it clear that he 
did not entirely agree with me, 
in my rather critical estimate of 
that gentleman. When I stated 
flatly that the Senator was a 
"cold fish," he replied that Gov- 
ernor Dewey of New York was 


situation would improve. How- 
ever. If the Democrats want to 
be equally fair, let THEM point 
out just exactly where and how 
they would cut down the Brad- 
ford budget. Certain items, such 
as fixed charges, cannot, of 
course, be cut and there are ex- 
tremely heavy expenditures in 
connection with health, welfare, 
veterans services, etc., which 
very few Democrats would even 
think of tampering with. No 
new services to our citizens are 
provided for in this budget.

This is where the 
Governor’s new Advisory Com- 
mittee on Finance fits into the 
picture. More power to these 
gentlemen. They can render a 
splendid service to our entire 1 
citizenry. 

That Welansky Pardon 

It had been my Intention some 
weeks ago to comment on the 
interesting vote cast by our Gov- 
ernor's Council in connection with 
the highly controversial pardon 
given to Barnett Welansky o< 
Cocoanut Grove fame. The G.O. 
P. was split on this issue and 
quite a few people wondered just 
why our own Councillor, Otis M. 
Whitney of Concord, was record- 
ed in favor of the pardon. 1 
thoughtfit best to hold my fire 
and await developments and I am 
now glad I did. It was brought 
to my attention at the time of 
thp pardon that Welansky was 
practically sure to die within a 
matter of months. Presumably, 
those Councillors who voted in 
favor of his pardon, did so be- 
cause they felt it was only hum- 
an and decent to do so. Why 
not let the man die in as much 
peace and comfort as possible? 
He had already spent three and 
a half years in prison as a sick 
man. His early passing had been 
predicated by eminent doctors. 
Frankly, I am wondering if I 
would not have voted for the par- 
don if I had been a member of 
the Governor's Council. 

Mental Hospitals 

Those who read the papers 
regularly and thoroughly must 
be chocked at the conditions pre- 
vailing in our mental hospitals I 
and in many other hospitals, for 
that matter. There is a terrible 
shortage of manpower and wom- 
an power. The word terrible is 
used adviseuly. It seems to me 
that here is a problem which all 
our women's clubs and all our 
civic organizations might well 
dig into. Not that many of them 
are not already doing something 
about it. There must be a good 
many which could afford to re-ap- 
praise their present activities and 
see if some way cannot be found 
to bring pressure to bear to the 
end that those mental patients 
may get a fair break.

Haydn Pearson Lists 10 
Pointers for Authors 


Ten pointers to budding au- 
thors were given at the Writers’ 
Workshop sponsored by the Lit- 
erature Committee of the New- 
ton Centre Woman’s Club on 
January 22, by Haydn Pearson, 
Newton writer at a meeting at 
the home of Mrs. Leonard Row- 
ley, 18 Loring street, Newton 
Centre. 

Stating that writing is a 
“craftsmanship job with words," 
he advised against writing for 
any market until the author has 
learned to judge his work by 
professional standards. He 
warned against sticking to one 
field of writing, listing the dif- 
ferent fields as follows: Research 
articles, inspirational psychologi- 
cal articles, “how-to-do” and hu- 
morous articles. 

Getting the most from the ma- 
terial entails good work habits 
and plan or regime of work. The 
time element is important in this 
case, he said, and must be uti- 
lized to good advantage. In con- 
nection with this point is the 
organization of the article, he 
pointed out, stating that the sub- 
ject dictates the length. 

To those who have trouble in 
developing a style of writing, the 
author gave the following ad- 
vice: "Do not worry about style, 
and do not use big words. Be 
yourself. That is your style.” 

Ideas for articles come from 
many sources, according to Mr. 
Pearson, who named newspapers, 
magazines, books and associa- 
tions with others “An author 
must meet people and grow,” he 
stated. With regard to vocabu- 
lary, he said a notebook of 30,000 
to 40,000 words is necessary, with 
a word usage of approximately 
15,000. 

The literary prize contest spon- 
sored by the workshop during 
the year ended on January 22. 
Fourteen short stories were sub- 
mitted and will be judged by 
Mrs. Francis J. Flagg, chairman 
of the committee, and several 
Newton authors.

Tne employees' bonus pro- 
vides a 25 per cunt increase in 
pay for all employees and 
leachers, for the year 1947, with 
a maximum benefit of $500 per 
year. This is an increase of 10 
per cent over the 1946 bonus, 
which was a 15 per cent in- 
crease with a $300 per year 
maximum benefit. The 10 per 
cent increase in pay will have 
the affect of increasing the 1947 
tax rate by about $1.65. 

The Newton School Commit- 
tee has voted that, effective Jan. 
1, 1947, teachers' salaries will be 
permanently increased. The new 
schedule provides a minimum 
starting pay for teachers of 
$1600. The 343 teachers who 
were initially employed prior to 
1942 will receive a $300 per year 
permanent increase; those initi- 
ally employed in 1943 and 1944 
will receive $200 per year per- 
manent increase; and those em- 
ployed in 1945 and 1946 will re- 
ceive a $100 per year permanent 
increase. In addition to teach- 
ers, permanent increases have 
been voted to custodians, clerks, 
secretaries and the cafeteria 
staff. These increases are in 
addition to the $500 bonus 
mentioned previously. The cost 
of the permanent salary in- 
creases will add about 75 cents 
to the 1947 tax rate. 

There are indications that the 
State tax in 1947 will be be- 
tween 15 million and 25 million 
dollars, of which Newton’s share 
will be perhaps $500,000. Should 
this prove to be the case, It will 
constitute an added burden on

At the beginning of 1946 
the City had about one million 
dollars in “available funds.” 
This was unspent tax money 
which had been collected during 
the war years. In preparing the 
1946 Tax Rate the Board of Ald- 
ermen chooses not to use the re- 
mainder of these "available funds" 
in 1947, but saves them to buy 
new equipment as prices decline 
with rising production, expendi- 
tures fade after the 1946 Tax 
Rate was announced may increase 
the 1947 Tax Rate by another 
$3.00. 

One of the problems in assess- 
ment practice, since the war 
years, has been the rise in the 
costs of new and older homes. 
Normally the Assessors attempt 
to base their judgment of the 
value of real and personal pro- 
perty upon the sale price of new 
and similar property, minus a 
reasonable depreciation. If this 
policy were followed in 1946 and 

1947, virtually every home in 
Newton would have its assess- 
ment doubled for these years, 
though possibly cut in half in 

1948. With these unstable condi- 
tions in mind the Assessors are 
revaluing all houses built since 
1920 to conform to the 1942 in- 
dex. This will mean minor in- 
creases to many individual tax- 
payers, but assessed values will 
still be below the sale prices of 
January 1, 1947. 

When total assessment on prop- 
erty is increased, it tends to low- 
er Tax Rate. Total assessments 
will be higher in 1947 than in 1946, 
possibly by 1 million dollars. Such 
an increase in assessment, with-

Speak* on Po«t-War Germany 
At Pomroy House Mooting 

— o — 

Mrs. Hugh S. Hlnce of Newton, 
presided at the annual meeting 
of the Rebecca Pomroy House, a 
Newton Red Feather Service, on 
Wednesday. Mrs. Hlnce Intro- 
duced Mrs. Barbara Straede of 
Waltham who was the principal 
speaker of the afternoon. Mrs. 
Straede was in Germany during 
the war years and worked for 
the British Government immedi- 
ately after World War II. She 
stressed thit prevention of star- 
vation and disease of the mind 
arc two of the biggest problems 
among the Gormans today. Coal 
is the key to the whole situation 
for without it and the necessary 
transportation to disperse It, not 
much can be done to relieve the 
tremendous needs in housing, 
food and clothing. The young 
people up to 18 years of age are 
finding it very difficult for their 
schools have been demolished 
and teachers are scarce. The Ger- 
mans have to care for their own 
problems as the occupying forces 
do little social service work. 

Miss Helen I. Sandstrom, execu- 
tive worker of the Rebecca Pom- 
roy House, reported that there 
has been a steady increase in the 
use of the House by the neigh- 
borhood ever since it opened.
